Gymnastics champ opens new school 


IRISH gymnastics champion 
Luke Carson opened 
Soham's new primary school 
this week. 

The Shade Primary School 
welcomed its first group of 
pupils earlier this month 
but Commonwealth Games 
hopeful Luke visited the 


school on Monday for the 
official opening. 

The gymnast worked with 
the school's Reception-aged 
children during the day, 
helping them to perfect their 
roly-polies. 

Around 120 people then 
saw Luke at the formal 


opening ceremony, which 
also featured performances 
from other local schools. 

The Shade, which takes 
Soham's total number of 
primary schools to three, 
is currently catering for 32 
Reception-aged children, 
split into two classes. 


Tony’s Lowrys 
up for auction 


A COLLECTION of paintings 
owned by a former Newmar¬ 
ket businessman are expect¬ 
ed to sell for £15 million later 
this year. 

Tony Thompson, owner of 
AJ Thompson Waste Paper 
Recycling which used pur¬ 
pose-built vehicles to handle 
500 tons of waste, collected 
art by the renowned L S Low¬ 
ry, after buying his first piece 
in 1982 for £16,000. 

The 15-piece collection 
hung on the walls of his 
home in Six Mile Bottom and 
others he donated to The 
Lowry in Salford.

Tony Thompson died last 
luly, aged 68. He did not leave 
a will and, with the paintings 
now owned by his sister, his 
collection is set to go up for 
auction in March. Auction¬ 
eers Sotheby’s expect it to sell 
for £15 million. 

Tony also owned race¬ 
horses and, speaking to the 
News in 2007, he revealed he 
named his horses after Sal¬ 
ford - the area many of Low¬ 
ry’s paintings depicted. He 
said: “As I’m very interested 
in LS Lowry’s paintings I now 


call all the horses Salford.” 

These included Salford Ex¬ 
press and Salford Mill - and 
the tradition continued as 
Tony’s company lorries were 
named the same way. 

Frances Christie, head of 
modern and post-war British 
art at Sotheby’s, said: “It is a 
great honour to offer such a 
supreme group of paintings 
by L.S. Lowry. 

“Thompson was a collec¬ 
tor who truly understood 
Lowry’s vision and he had a 
real instict to home in on the 
very best examples of the art¬ 
ist’s work.”

Fire rips through 
three-storey home

THREE people were taken to hospi¬ 
tal after a fire, which blazed for more 
than four hours, ripped through a 
three-storey home. 

The incident, at The Grange, The 
Street, in Little Thurlow happened 
at 3.30am on Sunday and was not 
brought under control until 8am. 

More than 30 firefighters were on 
the scene through the night and into 
the morning in a bid to control the 
blaze at the Grade II listed property. 

Steve Mableson, officer in charge 
of the operation, said: “There were 
four people in the house at the time 
of the fire. 

“Two teenagers were sleeping on 
the second floor in the room where 
the fire originated. 

“Prior to the arrival of the fire ser¬ 
vice, a female teenager was rescued 
by her father. A male teenager had 
also made his own way out of the 
premises through a bedroom win¬ 
dow.” 

The family have been named lo¬ 
cally as the Huelins, and it is thought 
that father Lewis rescued daughter 
Emily from the fire. 

A spokesman for the East of Eng¬ 
land Ambulance Service confirmed 
that they were called to the scene 
shortly after 3.30am. 

He said: “Four patients were treat¬ 
ed at the scene, three conveyed to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital with poten¬ 
tial smoke inhalation. None of them 
were thought to have life threatening 
injuries.” 

Mr Mableson said that all three 
people have now been released from 
hospital. 

It is thought that the blaze started 
with an electric fire in a second floor 
bedroom. 

Suffolk Fire and Rescue Service 
will not be launching an investiga¬ 


tion, Mr Mableson said. 

Crews from Haverhill, Wickham- 
brook, Linton, Clare, Cambridge 
and Bury St Edmunds all attended 
the scene, a road closure was put in 
place and a local council officer was 
called. 

The roof timbers have been burnt 
through leaving the roof structure 
unstable, and most of the damage 


has been confined to the second 
floor. 

The property had just been sold 
by Cheffins, with a guide price of 
£685,000. 

The estate agents confirmed that 
“there has never been a fire like this 
in a house we are currently selling”, 
but were unable to offer any further 
comment.

Mr Withers' descendants Ren 
Bowen and Dick Hatley were there 
at the opening on Friday to celebrate 
their ancestor's work.

Fordham.

College moves 
up the tables

AN IMPRESSIVE summer 
of exam results has secured 
Newmarket College a high¬ 
er position in the Govern¬ 
ment’s league tables. 

The struggling college, 
which was put into special 
measures last year, celebrat¬ 
ed the best GCSE results in 
its history last summer. 

As a result, the college 
now stands in 35th posi¬ 
tion for GCSE performance 
across the local education 
authority area. 

Last year, it was in 48th 
position. 

There are 102 secondary 
schools in Suffolk. 

Nick Froy, head of New¬ 
market College, said: “We 
are pleased with the im¬ 
provements and outcomes 
for students in 2013 and we 
are confident that we will 
be able to reap further im¬ 
provements in results this 
summer. 

“We are committed to 
making the college a good 
school and one the commu¬ 
nity is proud of.” 

When the league tables

were revealed last year, only 
28 per cent of students man¬ 
aged to achieve five A* to C 
grades, including the core 
subjects. 

This year, almost half of 
all students who took the 
exams managed to achieve 
this, with 67 per cent receiv¬ 
ing A* to C passes, not in¬ 
cluding English, Maths and 
Sciences. 

A-level performance, 
however, saw the college 
move down one position to 
36th for the county. 

Mr Froy added that the 
results were what he and 
staff expected, and they will 


be working hard to improve 
them further for the sum¬ 
mer. 

“We have established 
priorities which focus on 
the value of learning in the 
classroom to ensure the stu¬ 
dents get the best experience 
in every lesson, every day,” 
he said. 

Newmarket College is cur¬ 
rently awaiting confirmation 
of sponsorship from Samuel 
Ward Academy, in Haverhill, 
which is rated outstanding 
by Ofsted. 

Mr Froy said: “I think this 
will help us improve over 
the coming year or two and 
it will make a substantial 
difference.” 

Mildenhall College is also 
celebrating improvement by 
shooting nine places up the 
chart for GCSE performance 
to 36th in the area. 

Forty-four per cent of stu¬ 
dents achieved five A* to C 
grades. 

The college also nearly 
made it into the top 10 for 
A-level performance, rising 
to 13th place out of 52 estab¬ 
lishments providing 16-18 
education in the county.

EASE OF ACCESS: 

1. The Guineas centre car park by 
the bus station has been made a 
safer and quieter place. However, I 
am informed by the workmen that 
Newmarket council have decided 
that all the access doors are to 
remain closed during hours when 
the car park is available to the 
public. 

This means that having come down 
the stairs or wanting to go up the 
ramp with hands full of children 
and/or shopping, those using a stick 
or have mobility problems even 
temporary ones have now to pull 
open one of these blue doors 
which used to be open during car 
parking times.

The town said 
no: accept it 

RESIDENTS of Newmarket High 
Street, Black Bear Lane, Birdcage 
Walk, Falmouth Avenue and Rowley 
Drive are saddened to hear that 
the Unex Group refuse to accept 
that their plan to turn a greenfield 
site in a conservation area into a 
commercial development have met 
with unanimous opposition. 

After all statutory planning 
procedures were carried out over a 
lengthy period, planning permission 
was refused on well-documented 
grounds. There is to be a further 
public enquiry in February at which 


the Unex Group will once again 
contest the decision to retain the 
land for equine use. 

The land in question is a large 
paddock very close to the historic 
training grounds, bounded by a 
designated horse walk. Unex's 
argument that the land has not 
been used for equine purposes is 
indeed so. The reason that the 
land has not been used for equine 
purposes is that various applications 
by veterinarians and trainers to 
lease or buy the land have been 
refused by Unex who are the 
owner. Therefore that argument 
has no real grounds to support 
the plan to cover the paddock in 
Tarmac for a 500 place car park. 

The only reason the land is not used 
for horses is that Unex will not let 
anyone use it. 

Furthermore, the part of the site 
that has a boundary with the High 
Street is only in a state of dereliction 
because Unex demolished the 
former swimming pool and left the 
site strewn with rubble and partly 
demolished walls. It is only an 
eyesore because Unex have made 
it so. 

On top of this adjacent to 
the paddock are the historic 
Queensbury Lodge Stables, also 
owned by Unex, which have been 
standing empty and abandoned for 
nearly two decades. For this entire 
period, the buildings have been 
scheduled as "at risk" by English 
Heritage. Unex bought them as 
a working stables with habitable 
houses. Now they are in a pitiable 
state, severely compromising the 
appearance of a conservation 
area. Unex have the means and 
knowledge to restore the buildings 
to a viable standard but have 
omitted to do so. 

Queensbury Lodge is one of 
Newmarket's heritage assets. It is 
not part of the disputed paddock 
site and should be restored or sold 
separately. 

Unex will only restore the buildings 
if they are allowed permission 
to turn the adjacent paddock 
into a commercial site. It is a 
smokescreen shielding a plan to 
urbanise the only town in Britain 
dedicated to horses and racing, 
thereby endangering years of work 
preparing a bid to grant the town 
World Heritage Status, not to 
mention cutting off equine access 
to the training grounds by putting a 
goods entrance through the Rowley 
Drive horse walk. 

However, what residents find most 
perplexing is the fact that ASDA 


stores did not send a representative 
to the District Council's planning 
meetings. It has since come to light 
that ASDA were not involved with 
the plans. Projects for stores by 
Tesco and Morrison's on Fordham 
Road and Exning Road respectively 
are supported and financed by the 
retailers. The plan for the Paddock 
adjacent to the High Street are the 
brainchild of Unex alone. Strategic 
plans show that should the two 
approved schemes go ahead, 
Newmarket will have more than 
enough multiples to service its 
population and the ASDA plan will 
be surplus to requirements. 

We are uniquely placed, as the 
international Headquarters of 
racing, to be a major sporting 
and heritage attraction. World- 
renowned trainers, owners, 
auctioneers, veterinary surgeons, 
saddlers, farriers and riders and all 
associated specialist trades live and 
work in Newmarket generating far 
more wealth than ASDA ever could. 
The Horseracing policy is in place 
to support and promote equine 
businesses in Newmarket for good 
reason. 

This is why Unex's application has 
been turned down repeatedly. 

There are no arguments to support 
Unex's appeal. It brings nothing to 
the town and nothing to the local 
area. Unex must comply with the 
demands of the local population 
and the authorities who have made 
it clear that the site is for equine use 
only.

So what has racing 

The first ever report 
into the impact that the 
horseracing industry has 
on Newmarket and the 
surrounding area has been 
published. 

LIZZY BUCHAN REPORTS 

A UNIQUE report into the economic 
importance of the racing industry in 
Newmarket has found the sport gen¬ 
erates more than £208 million a year 
for the local economy 
The independent study entitled 
‘Newmarket’s Equine Cluster - the 
economic impact of the horseracing 
industry centred upon Newmarket’ 
was published on Wednesday Janu¬ 
ary 22, after being commisioned by 
Forest Heath District Council (FHDC) 
and the Newmarket Horsemen’s 
Group. 

The sport is responsible for more 
than 8,500 jobs within a 25 mile ra¬ 
dius of the town, according to Cam¬ 
bridge-based research provider SQW. 

Bill Wicksteed, a founder of SQW, 
said: “The positive economic impact

It seems he has the performing bug. "I've 
had it since I was 16," he tells me, relaxing at 
his home. "It's in the blood, and it's what I've 
always done." 

And this year seems to be an exceptionally 
busy one. "Yeah," he says in his distinctive 
Yorkshire accent. "It has been a busy year; I 
finished my last UK tour back in March, then I 
toured America and Europe with Eric Clapton, 
and since then I've made a new album."

Into temptation with 

Doctor Faustus 


TO celebrate the 450th 
anniversary of Christopher 
Marlowe’s birth, who better 
to stage his most captivating 
play, Doctor Faustus , than 
the Cambridge University 
Marlowe Society?

Lone Survivor (15,121 mins) 
BASED on the true story of a 
failed Navy SEALs operation to 
kill a high-ranking member of 
the Taliban, Lone Survivor is a 
rousing tribute to the men who 
perished in June 2005 while 
serving their country. 

Director Peter Berg is no 
stranger to explosive action 
and male posturing, having 
previously helmed The 
Kingdom, Hancock and the 
water-logged 2012 blockbuster 
Battleship. 

He is the perfect fit for this 
gruelling material, delivering 
a final 30 minutes that will 
have audiences wincing in 
horror as four SEALs fling 
themselves down the Hindu 
Kush Mountains near the 
Afghanistan-Pakistan border 
during a gunfight with the 
Taliban. 

Broken bones jut through 
shattered limbs and bullets 
scythe through flesh as the 
four-strong team continues to 
fight to the tragic end, aware 
that their struggles could be in 


vain. It's a heroic and harrowing 
portrait of bravado in combat 
and the bonds of brotherhood 
behind enemy lines. 

At Bagram Air Base, Marcus 
Luttrell (Mark Wahlberg), 
Michael Murphy (Taylor Kitsch), 
Danny Dietz (Emile Hirsch) 
and Matt Axelson (Ben Foster) 
await their assignment. During 
downtime, they welcome Shane 
Patton (Alexander Ludwig) 
into the ranks via an initiation 
ceremony, which involves 
dancing in front of the other 
men and reciting a Navy SEALs 
mantra. 

"No matter how dark it gets, 
or how far you fall, you are 
never out of the fight," he 
barks. 

Soon after, Lieutenant 
Commander Erik Kristensen 
(Eric Bana) gives the order to 
hunt Ahmad Shah (Yousuf 
Azami), who is suspected of 
killing marines in Afghanistan. 
The reconnaissance is fatally 
compromised when three 
shepherds, two of whom are 
boys, stumble on the SEALs' 


hiding place. 

The men argue about whether 
they should shoot the locals or 
let them go. 

"It's nobody's business what 
we do up here," argues Axelson. 

Murphy takes the final 
decision to let the villagers go 
and within hours, the SEALs are 
surrounded by hundreds of gun- 
toting Taliban. 

The title of Berg's film might 
give away the ending, but 
Lone Survivor still jangles the 
nerves as Luttrell and co refuse 
to surrender in the face of 
overwhelming odds. 

Wahlberg, Kitsch, Hirsch 
and Foster rise to the physical 
challenge with gusto, propelling 
themselves around hazardous 
mountain terrain as the enemy 
swarms. 

But while Lone Survivor hits 
hard in the action set pieces, 
and leaves us breathless and 
slightly queasy thanks to 
brilliant make-up, the film is 
underpowered when it comes to 
fleshing out the characters and 
their back stories.

qardeninq 


Forget the 

spadework 


EACH autumn, there’s a collective, nationwide 
groan as gardeners think about the endless digging 
they’ll be doing over winter to improve their soil’s 
condition for the following year. 

But Charles Dowding, pictured, renowned 
market gardener and expert 
vegetable grower, can offer 
them some good news. 

Over the years, he has 
conducted many experiments 
comparing the effect on plant 
growth of digging with not 
digging and has found that a 
'no-dig' approach is the way to 
go. It not only saves time and 
exertion on digging, but also 
on weeding, because far fewer 
weeds grow on undisturbed soil, hy HdlUIdh 

He insists that growth and 
quality are improved by simply covering beds with 
2.5-5cm (1-2in) of compost over the surface. 

"The usual recommendation is to dig or even 
double dig the soil for growing vegetables," he 
says. "Because this is repeated so many times, 
most gardeners accept the task without wondering 
if it is really necessary. In fact, there is no need to 
dig at all.” 

Initial clearance of weedy and grassy ground 
can mostly be achieved with mulches (such as 


cardboard and compost) and some digging out of 
woody plants, then you can maintain the plot by 
weeding regularly. Surface compost weathers to a 
soft mulch over winter and can be directly sown or 
planted into, he adds. 

"Soil does not need to be 
mixed, stirred, scraped or 
tickled. Only large lumps of 
organic matter on top require 
some knocking around with a 
fork or rake to create an even 
surface, mostly in winter and 
spring." 

Dowding has run an 
experiment since 2007 to 
understand the effect on soil 
of digging and not digging, 
comparing growth of the same 
vegetables growing side by side 
in dug and undug beds. 

"In the absence of digging, I have found that 
harvests are as high, sometimes higher, while 
some extra quality of growth on undug soil may be 
apparent. 

"Soil in the undug beds, with compost on its 
surface, is well-drained, retains more moisture in 
dry springs and grows fewer weeds and stronger 
vegetables, especially at the start of the season," 
he explains in his new book Veg Journal, which

offers month-by-month no-dig advice. 

A key point in the no-dig approach is that undug 
soil is firm, which is not the same as compacted; 
roots have freedom to travel and are well-anchored 
at the same time. 

"Fertility is enhanced by an increase of 
undisturbed soil life, which mobilises nutrients 
and helps plant roots to access them," he 
continues. "This is most noticeable in early spring, 
when growth on undug soil is generally faster 
by comparison with dug soil, whose fertility, in 
terms of soil life, is still recovering from the winter 
digging." 

In experiments he found that during spring and 
early summer, many vegetables on the dug beds, 
especially radish, onions and spinach, started 
growing more slowly, and that in the undug beds 
the leaves of spinach and lettuce were thicker 


and glossier, the radish roots were shinier and the 
onions had a deeper colour. 

He says that firm soil is often wrongly labelled as 
'compacted', yet soil which has been mechanically 
loosened and fluffed up is not stable, which is why 
you have to walk on planks after digging heavy soil 
to avoid compaction. 

Compacted soil is squishy when wet, rock-like 
when dry, contains few or no worm channels, 
is hard to crumble in your hand and may smell 
sulphurous because of lack of oxygen. It usually 
happens in the top 15-20cm (6-8in) of the surface 
and if it does, he advises adding plenty of organic 
matter. 

He concludes: "My advice is simple: disturb your 
soil as little as possible."

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bets don’t come much safer than the Nissan 
Qashqai. Although the new model Qashqai 
has just been unveiled, the previous model - 
a rare example of a car which created its own 
niche in the market - continues to go from 
strength to strength. Qashqai is in demand 
so residual values remain strong. As always, 
it is well worth checking before you buy to 
make sure the one you’re looking at hasn’t 
been previously written-off. 

“For our ‘used star’ this month I’ve chosen 
the Jeep Grand Cherokee. Priced new in line 
with many of its German rivals, the Grand 
Cherokee does have flaws and the brand 
struggles for mainstream appeal. As such, a 
combination of competition from discounted 
new models and relatively weak used demand 
make for huge initial depreciation on what is 
actually a decent and visually striking vehi¬ 
cle. It is a very affordable used car, if you can 
afford the running costs. When it comes to 
negotiating on price, remember, as well as re¬ 
vealing a car’s history, MyCarCheck.com also 
provides vehicle valuations - a great tool for 
haggling with dealers or private sellers.” 

As to market trends, Amos continued: 
“Historically, the first week of the year sees a 
spike in sales activity. The job of hunting for 
Christmas presents is done and buyers turn 
their attention to car shopping. Dealers see 
a drastic increase in both forecourt footfall 
and internet and telephone enquiries - sure 
signs that the lull is over. Some traders have 
stocked up already, trying to buy while the 
market is slow - a smart move. 

“The 4x4 market is buoyant as ‘exception¬ 
al’ weather - rain, rain and more rain - con¬ 
tinues to makes headlines. Demand remains 
strong for Freelander, Q5 and X3. These are 
a prestigious, fashionable and practical so¬ 
lution for many. Values remain strong, even 
though Freelander has been around in its 
current guise for a long time. 

“Kuga, CX5, Qashqai and their peers also 
remain popular. Qashqui is enjoying a simi¬ 
lar success story to Freelander in that it’s 
been on the market for a good few years. It 
still looks fresh and is in demand. This car 
was the first on the scene and kick-started 
the ‘crossover’ market. 

“We are still seeing a distinct lack of ready 
to retail vehicles in trade channels. This is 
keeping values strong across the board, as 
long as the car is in good condition with the 
right service history. There’s an increasing 
trend of traders buying more stock from pri¬ 
vate sellers, offering near to the private ask¬ 
ing price - perfect if you’re a private seller as 
it’s usually a straightforward business deal, a 
less emotional purchase. 

“At the 5-8 year old end of the market, we 
are still seeing one particular vehicle in very 
strong demand: The VW Golf Mk5. In die¬ 
sel, especially the 2.0 TDi GT, buyers can’t 
get enough of good examples. High mileage 
seems not to put potential owners off, espe¬ 
cially when combined with a full main deal¬ 
er history and having had a cambelt change. 

“Looking ahead, 2014 will see strong de¬ 
mand for used vehicles. Ready to retail stock 
will remain the key to top money. Our values 
haven’t dropped dramatically at the end of 
2013 and into 2014. Only the usual undesira¬ 
ble models, such as the ageing A6, have seen 
a drop of around 3 %, purely due to higher 
road tax costs and general maintenance.”

AQUAPLANING: Be sure your tyres are road-safe 


AFTER the worst winter 
storms to hit Britain for two 
decades, drivers are being 
reminded about the need for 
more regular tyre checks. 

With its potential to cause 
aquaplaning, standing water 
remains a major hazard in 
many parts of the UK, while 
damaged road surfaces also 
presents a different tyre re¬ 
lated challenge. However, by 
taking just a few minutes to 
inspect your tyres regularly, 
TyreSafe advises that the im¬ 
pact of these issues can be 
reduced. 

“Although floods in many 
areas are starting to subside, 
motorists are still faced with 
a couple of serious tyre re¬ 
lated challenges which can 
be minimised if they spend 
a few moments regularly 
checking their tyres,” advises 
Stuart Jackson, chairman, 
TyreSafe. “The checks are 
incredibly easy to make, but 
they could make the world of 
difference to your safety on 
the road.” 

While driving through 
deep flood water has a wide 
range of associated risks 
and should be tackled with 
extreme caution, smaller ar¬ 
eas of standing water may be 
less easy to avoid but equally 
dangerous. 

On vehicles equipped with 
tyres that have insufficient 
or low levels of tread depth, 


water between the tyres and 
the road surface may not be 
removed quickly enough. 
This layer of water builds 
up in front of the tyres until 
the tyre loses contact with 
the road surface. This loss 
of traction, or aquaplaning, 
causes the wheels to slip 
and prevents the vehicle 
from responding to steering, 
braking or acceleration. As 
a result, the vehicle can lose 
control, starting to skid or 
spin dangerously. 

To reduce the risk of aqua¬ 
planing, drivers are advised 
to check the tread depth of 
their tyres. New tyres often 
have a tread depth of around 
8mm, far greater than the le¬ 
gal minimum requirement of 
1.6mm, which makes them 
much more efficient at re¬ 
moving water and able to 


cope with standing water. 

Any drivers unfortunate 
enough to suffer from aq¬ 
uaplaning should heed the 
advice of organisations such 
as the AA who recommend 
holding the steering wheel 
lightly and lifting off the 
throttle until the tyres regain 

grip- 

Meanwhile, damaged 
road surfaces and potholes 
caused by the recent wet 
weather also present an¬ 
other significant tyre safety 
hazard. When tyres hit large 
potholes, they have the po¬ 
tential to be suffer internal 
damage which could cause 
the tyre to fail catastrophi¬ 
cally, leaving the driver un¬ 
able to control the vehicle.

Daytona joy for Huff 
but despair for Jarvis 


ROB Huff added a stunning result 
to his endurance racing resume, 
finishing second in the LMPC class 
and 10th overall at the Rolex 24. 

The Newmarket driver and the 
8Star Motorsports team were in 
jubilant mood at the end of the 
legendary race in Daytona after 
what had been a tremendously 
challenging weekend in Florida. 

Gearbox issues in their Oreca 
FLM09 LMPC prototype meant 
he and co-drivers Tom Kimber- 
Smith, Michael Marsal and team 
owner Enzo Potolicchio missed 
qualifying and had to start from the 
back of the grid. But some superb 


driving during the race turned their 
fortunes around. 

Kimber-Smith took the wheel at 
the start and propelled the team to 
fourth on the LMPC leaderboard 
before handing the reins to Marsal. 

Huff took his first stint at night 
and it soon became clear the 8Star 
Motorsports car would be CORE 
Autosports’ main challenger for 
LMPC class honours. 

Misaligned steering prevented 
8Star Motorsports from mount¬ 
ing a realistic challenge for victory 
but the car made it to the end in a 
superb second place. 

“It was such a relief when the 


car made the finish, because it was 
looking uncertain in the closing 
stages,” said Huff. 

“It has been a long and dramatic 
weekend, but the Rolex 24 is a phe¬ 
nomenal event and I feel honoured 
to have been part of it. 

“I have to commend the 8Star 
Motorsports team on this result 
and for being such a quality outfit.” 

However, fellow Newmarket 
racer Oliver farvis suffered frustra¬ 
tion as his first race of 2014 literally 
became a non-starter. 

Attempting to claim GT class 
honours for a second consecutive 
year, the 30-year-old never even 


got the chance to race his Audi R8 
LMS after co-driver Charlie Putnam 
crashed heavily just four minutes 
into the race. 

It was a disappointing end to 
a weekend that had shown so 
much promise, despite a technical 
infringement in qualifying. 

“I’m so disappointed because the 
Audi had been fast every day and 
I was confident of claiming a top 
result despite having to start from 
the back of the grid,” said farvis. 

“Despite this setback I felt 
confident but unfortunately 
Charlie (Putnam) left his braking 
too late heading into turn one at 


very high speed.” 

Putnam crashed into a concrete 
barrier with the impact causing 
irreparable chassis damage leaving 
farvis and the rest of the team out 
of the race. 
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
